The plane, driven by a 400-horse- 


power engine, carried ai load 
about 9000 pounds, said to be the 
heaviest ever carried by an engine 
of that power. Six hundred gallons 
of gasoline were carried. 

The attempt was to reach Mine- 
ola Field, Lowe Island, within thir- 
ty hours and thus to make two 
world’s records, for distance and for 
time in flight. The distance record 
was established on the trans-Atlantic 
flight, and the fiying time record 
by a French aviator. 

The Cloudster left March Field. 
Riverside, at 6 a.m., after she had 
circled about the field for the prop- 
er altitude. She left at a height of 
2000 feet. She passed Yuma at 
$:05 a.m., flying high and slowly, 
said dispatches, and Tucson at noon 
at an altitude of 6000 feet. 

The airplane flew over El Paso at 
3:45 p.m., mountain time, but ten 
minutes later landed at Fort Bliss, 
a few miles to the east.

UOITS AND QUARTS. 


It may not be entirely a coincidence 


that the effort on this Coast and throughout 
the gation to revive the old and juatiy fa- 
mous game of quoite (“horseshoes” to the 
vulgar) is contemporaneous with increased 
agitation for lessening the supposed rigors 
of the Eighteenth Amendment. 

As played today the sport does not seem 
particularly thrilling, but in the old days 
of liquids and under the famous “code of 
69” it left but little to be desired. There 
were in the “code” provisions for “lapping” 
by the quoite, and there were also provi- 
sions on the green for “lapping” by the 


‘players. To list the followers of this pas- 


time, indeed, would be to name most of the 
leaders of the nineteenth century, the gen- 
try and even day laborers. There was a 
charm about thé sport that drew all men 


Chief Justice Marshall, an ardent dev- 
otee, is thus déscribed in action at the 
Washington Club: “Walking straight 
up to a bowl of mint julep (the writer was 
evidently much impressed by the fact that 
a member of the club could so walk) he 
tossed off two tumblers full and then shout- 
ed, ‘How are you, gentlemen?’ and fell to 
pitching quoits with immense enthusiasm. 
When he won, the woods would ring with 
his shouts of triumph. The usual drinks at 
these sessions were porter, toddy and the 
club punch, made of lemons, brandy, rum 
and madeira poured into a bow! one-third 
filled with ice, NO WATER BEING RE- 
QUIRED, and sweetened. Later champagne 
and stronger drinks were supplied.” 

This country owes many of its literary 
gems and more than one scintillating ep!- 
gram to the game of quoits. Quoit clubs 
were cultural centers, for a time at least, 
prominent men going there to pose for 
their portraits, writers going there to study 


politicians and the politicians going 


there to give the writers something to 


~etudy. The resukt was an era of good punch 


and good feeling. As a matter of fact the 
oft-referred+to “era of good feeling” in the 
early days of the republic was the period 
in which quoits was the national sport and 
the expression was originated beside the 
bowl on the Washington Quoit Club by a 
jovial speaker who intended it to apply 
only to that particular afternoon. 

Any man who has ever questioned the 
tonic effect of irom need only study the 
records of these olubse to see the wonders 
which were accomplished through simple 
contact with the iron quoits, or even with 
horseshoes. Men were somehow stimulat- 
ed and made gleeful and brilliant as they 
tossed at the placid pegs. Furthermore, it 
was not necessary to compel members to 
attend the sessions. In case the irons 
lapped a trifie the iron hurlers lapped a 
trifle more, and then the whole thing be 
came very amusing and even obvious, and 
there was no hard feeling. ' 

It was a genial game withal, and it is to 


be noted that, prior to the Volstead Act, no 


man is known to have been killed with a 
horseshoe. There were millions of horse- 
shoes, too, in those days, but not one was 
used for such an act. Men were killed 
with everything from singletrees to feather 
plllows—everything, that is, except horse 
shoes and quoits. 

In connection with this now struggling 
sport it should be mentioned that it in- 
spired Marshall to.one of the broadest 


statements of constitutional authority which 


ever came from a Chief Justice. Having 
agreed not to take a drink except on «a 
rainy day, he found himself one afternoon 
at the Quoit Club and confronted with a 
day of burning sunshine and a thirst of the 
same type. Turning to Mr. Justice Story, 
be said: “Story, look closely and see ff it 
ie not raining.” Being told that it was a 
day of perfect sunshine, he replied: “All 
the better, for our jurisdiction extends over 
so large a territory that the doctrine of 
chances makes it certain that it must be 
raining somewhere.”

AY THE GREEKS WIN. 

Americans would, of course, be glad 
to see all fighting cease across the Atlantic.
